PERSONAL SERVICE CORPORATIONS. 
Chicago, Feb. 13.—[Income Tax Editor.]—, 
Please tell me what the provisions in the 
personal service corporation section of the 
new income tax law will be. HARRY B. 
Heretofore no distinction has been made be- 
tween corporations, except in the case of in- 
surance companies. The new law will dis- 
tinguish between the ‘ personal service cor- 
poration " and the corporation to whose busi- 
ness a large invested capital is essential. The 
law will exempt the former and taxes its 
stockholders practically as a partnership. 
The latter is taxed as a corporation, as here- 
tofore. The bill defines a personal service | 
corporation as one whose income primarily 
arises from the activities of the principal 
owners or stockholders, who are themselves 
regularly engaged tm the active conduct of 
the busipess and in which capital is not a 
material income producing factor. Foreign 
corporations or any other corporation 560 per 
cent of whose gross income consists of profits 
derived from trading as a principal, as dis- 
tinguished from government contracts made 
during the period when the United States 
was at war, are not included in the personal 
service classification, even though they may 
have the other characteristics of such a cor- 
poration. 


OTHER QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 

J. C. C.—The new law will provide for the 
first time that Individuals may make returns 
on the basis of a fiscal year instead of the 
calendar year. The general rule provided for 
is that where a taxpayer's fiscal year begins 
in one calendar year and ends in another in 
which the rates of taxation differ he must 
calculate first what his tax would be on his 
entire income at the rates prescribed for both 
of.the calendar years into which his fiscal 
year extends. Then determine the proportion 
of each year according to the period of the 
fiscal year falling within each of the calendar 
years in question and add the two together to 
determine the total tax.

Will the new law for making income tax re- 
turns nullify the terms of the ok] income 
tax laws or will portions of the 1918 law 
remain effective? 
In general, the new law will be a consoli- 
dation of all previous income tax laws and 
will be the only one in effect. Confusion that 
resulted last year in having two different 
laws in force at the same time, which neces- 
sitated the calculation of taxes both under 
the law of 1916 as amended and the law of 
1917, is eliminated. The new law will also 
fix the rates for and applies to the year 
1920, thus assuring business of certainty with 
respect to their income taxes for at least 
two years.

RULE MAKERS 
GOLFING 
U. S. G. A. and St. An-

No Stymie in Western. 

Mr. Bankard recalls the action of 
the Western Golf association, which in 
its last amateur championship at 
Midlothian barred the styme. This 
change, which compelled the player 
nearer the hole to play first if his ball 
was in the line of his opponent’s putt, 
sometimes hurried the player of the’ 
nearer ball and gave his opponent a 
distinct advantage. This feature was

necessitate the lifting of the ball nearer the 
hole, and thé epirit of the rules in match 
Play is that the ball must be played where 
it lies or the hole be lost.

suggestion I have made good 
many years is that if your opponent stymies 
you you can request him to lift or hole his 
ball at his option, but when you stymie your- 
self the punishment must fit the crime. 


THEORY OF THE STYMIE, 


‘“The reason for this, to me at least, is 
plain—namely: there is nothing in any other 
part of the game which permits your oppo- 
nent to interfere in any way with your play, 
and if he is permitted, by chance or by de- 


interferthg with your play. 
‘**On the other hand, if you stymie your- 
self it is the result of carelessness, lack of 
skill, or poor judgment on your part, and in 
any of these three cases I think golfers will 
be willing to pay the penalty, while the

ways such a large part of the game on the 
tting green.

N regard to part time work for girls

|| Are We Fair to Playwrights? 


By Sheppard Butler. 


ETTER writing is an 
: occupation. Why don’t we have 
more of it? Not, I hasten to ex- 
piain, mere “ tell me” bil- 
lets that burden the conscience until 
they are answered. The pundits of the 
various TRIBUNE departments have all 
they can‘handle in this direction— 
which is as it should be—and they will 
,not thank me for suggesting that the 
‘postman be burdened further. What 
I have in mind is the bit of discourse 
by which you have done your duty 
when you have read it, the sender hav- 
ing implied no prospect of chagrin if 
it fails to evoke a reply. The sort of 
thing Lord Chesterfield wrote, and Ad- 
dison and Steele sent their friends via 
the columns of the Spectator. 

This, for example: 

“It isn’t the play that interests us; 
it is the actor. (This is a generaliza- 
| tion, and I am quite aware that the 
accusing fingers of many an exception 
; will immediately be pointed toward 
But isn't it triue.that we over- 
emphasize the protagonists of an idea 
,and negiect the idea? We go to see 
| Arliss and Miss Barrymore and Mrs. 
- Fiske and all the rest, and often don’t 
know the name of the play until wé 
glance hastily at the program just be- 
fore the lights are turned down. And 
isn’t this personal and very character- 
istically American tendency one of the 
‘reasons that potential playwrights are 
discouraged? 


‘No mere substitute dramatic critic 
should try to say anything about that 
letter. In the first place, speculating 
,about what we should do and don’t is 


a) thankless task and should be left to 


the cognoscenti. In the second place, 
the one who wrote the letter is a per- 
son of culture and distinction, whom 
you would identify in a moment were 
I to mention the name, and has every 
right to s with authority—and I 
have no business venturing to disagree. 
,Nevertheless, I am going to. 

Granted that we do choose the plays 
we want to see by the label rather 
than by the substance, isn’t there a 
reason for it? And could we, as a mat- 
ter of sheer common sense, do any- 
thing else? 

From top to bottom of 
your ‘budget of yearly expenditures, 
can you find any item that more com- 
pletely represents buying a pig in 4 
poke than your: purchase of theater 


tickets?

Roads a Feature. 

The sulpho-saline springs, which an- 

nually draw thousands and thousands 
_of people from all over the country to 
southern Indiana, first leap from the 
nether regions at Martinsville. Their 
kind bubble up thence southward 
through Taoll, West Baden, and French 
Lick to Jasper county. The country is 
a tumultuous jumble of low hills scaled 
by the steepest roads in the world. 

These roads are a curious feature. 
The land they thread presents no evi- 
Gences of unusual prosperity, or thrift, 
or ambition—rather the contrary. The 
farms are, as a rule, unkempt and bar- 
ren. Pallid children look through the 
tightly closed windows of shabby 
houses. “he folk one meets along the 
Way are neither sturdy nor prosper- 
ously dressed. Yet the roads are 
most universally excellent, well. laid, 
and well kept. It’s like a faded, un- 
tidy, half way pretty woman who puz- 
zles you by being well gloved and well 
shod. 

These smooth, white highways wind- 
fine up and down the small but ener- 
getic hills—foothills they are of the 
Cumberland mountains in Kentucky 
—make it possible to motor or drive 
for hours in every direction. 

A favorite excursion is to inspect a 
mysterious little ‘stream, called Lost 
river, that pops up out of the ground, 
meanders in an aimless way a little 
distance, and then, as suddenly pops 
in under again, to reappear a few miles 
away and repeat the jack in a box per- 
‘formance. It’s such a silly little stream 
that the clap in clap out business 
seems one of those tricks resorted to 
by the hopelessly insignificant to at. 
tract attention. When we reached the 
brink of this foolish breok a scarlet 
tanager, balancing itself? on a twig 
‘Just over the water, cocked its eye at 
us, and then, like a flash of flame, was 
‘off into the underbrush. It didn’t need

hospital at West Baden melt and are 
blended into this prevailing dun col- 
ored earth tint. , This hospital at West 
Baden is a rather melancholy place, 
It is a vast structure, a former hotel, 
refitted to meet the most exacting re- 
quirements of scientific surgery, with 
beautiful operating rooms, labora- 
torfes, X-ray offices, etc., and with ac- 
commodations for 1,200 patients. There 
are now only 234 wounded men there, 
none seriously injured—amputations, 
psychiatric and other extra dangerous 
cases being sent to other specialized 
hospitals. 

A full complement of surgeons and 
physicians, together with fifty trained 
nurses, a half dozen Red Cross nurses 
and workers, and three or four recon- 
etruction teachers are in charge of 
these 234 men. The same working staff 
could easily handle two or three times 
this number of injured . 

Circus Comes to Hospital. 

The men who were at this 
Baden hospital at Christmas, oul ean 
not soon forget their Christmas party 
there. Among the big men of this im- 
mediate neighborhood are the Ballard 
brothers, Edward and Norman, head 
of the Hagenbeck Circus company. The 
winter quarters of this circus are on 
the hills Overlooking French Lick 
Springs.

Our efforts were crowned with entire 
suceess. The improvement in the effi- 
ps ae = the force went hand in hand 

teh improvement in its hon : 
The men in unfform and the lee ie 
plain clothes—the detectives—<djid bet- 
ter work than ever before. The aggre- 
gate of crimes where punishment fol- 
lowed the commission of the crime in- 
creased, while the aggregate of crimes 


every sensational newspaper, and every 
timid fool who could be seared by 
clamor was against us. All three 
classes strove by every means in 
their power to show that in mak- 
ing the force honest we had impaired 
ite efficiency; and\ by their utterances 
they tended to bring about the very 
condition of things against which they 
professed to protest. 

But we went seadily along the path 
we had marked out. The fight was 
hard, and there was plenty of worry 
and anxiety, but we won. I was ap- 
-pointed in May, 1895. In February, 
1897, three months before I resigned 
to become assistant secretary of the 
navy, the judge who charged the grand 
jury of New York county was able to 
congfatulate them on the phenomenal 
decrease in crime, especially of the 
violent sort. This decrease was steady 
during the two years. The police,.after 
the reform policy was thoroughly tried, 
proved more successful than ever be- 
fore in protecting life and property and 
. putting down crime and criminal 

ce. 


The part played by the recognition 
and reward of actual personal prowess 
among the members of the police force 
in producing this state of affairs was 
appreciable, though there were many 

factors that combined to bring 
about the betterment. The immense 
improvement in discipline by punish- 
ing all offenders without mercy, no 
matter how great their political or 
personal influence; the resolute warfare 
against every kind of criminal who had 
hitherto been abie corruptly to pur- 
chase protection; the prompt recogni- 
tion of ability even where it 
was entirely unconnected with 
personal prowess—all there were ele 
mehts which had enormous weight 
in producing the change. ‘ Mere cour- 
age and daring, and the rewarding 
of courage and daring, cannot sup- 
ply the lack of discipline, of ability, of 
honesty. But they are of vital conse- 
quence nevertheless. No police force 
is worth anything if its members are 
not intelligent and honest; but neither 
is it worth anytHing unless its mem- 
bers are brave, hardy, and well discip- 
lined. 


Method of Award. 


We showed recognition of daring and 
of personal prowess in two ways— 
first, by awarding a medal or a certif- 
icate in remembrance of the deed; and, 
second, by giving it weight in making 
any promotion, especially to the lower 
grades: In the higher grades—in all 
promotions above that of sergeant, for 
instance—resolute and daring courage 
cannot normally be considered as a 
factor of determining weight in mak- 
ing proportions; rather it is a quality 
the lack of which unfits a man for pro- 
motion. For in the higher places we 
must assume the existence of such a 
quality in any fit candidate and must 
make the promotion with a view to 
the man’s energy, executive capacity, 
and power of command. In the lower 
grades, however, marked gallantry 
should always be taken into account in 
deciding among different candidates for 
any given place. . 

During our two years’ service we 
found it necessary over a hundred 
times to single out men for special 
mention because of some feat of hero- 
ism. The heroism usually tcok one of 
four forms—saving somebody from 
drowning, saving somebody from a 
burning building, stopping 4 runaway 
team, or arresting some violent law- 
breaker under exceptional circum- 
stances. To illustrate our method of 
action, I will take two of the first pro- 
motions made after I became commis- 


Mi bodily prowess saved some women sioner. 


One case was that of an old fellow, 
a veteran of the civil war, who was at 
one time a roundsman. I happened to 
notice one day that he had saved a 
woman from drowning and had him 


about his education and tolg SUmmoned so that I might look into 


the matter. The old fellow brought 
up his record before mc and showed 
not a little nervousness 21:4 agitation, 
for it appeared that he had grown 
gray in the service, had performed feat 
after feat of heroism, but had no polit- 
ical backing of any account. No heed 


|" "straight New York,” to, use the. h#4 ever been paid him. He was one 


of the quiet men who attend golely to 
duty, and, although a Grand Army 
man, he had never sought to use infiu- 
ence of any kind. Now, at last, he 
thought there was a chance for him. 
He had been twenty-two years on the 
force, and during that time had saved 
some twenty-five persons from death 
by drowning, varying the performance 
two or three times by saving persons 
from burning buildings. Twice con- 
gress had passed lawe especially to em- 
power the then secretary of the treas- 
vary, John Sherman, to give him a 
medal for distinguished gallantry in 
gaving life. The life saving society 
had also given him its medal, and so 
pad the police department. 

There was not a complaint in all his 
record against him for any infraction 
of duty, and he was sober and trust- 
worthy. He entitled to his promo- 
tion; and he got it, there and then. It 
may be worth mentioning that he kept 
on saving life after he was given his 
sergeantcy. On Oct. 21, 1896, he again 
rescued @ man from drowning. It was 
at night, nobody else was in the neigh- 
borhood, and the dock from which he 
jumped was in absolute darkness, and 
he was ten minutes in the water, which 
was very cold. He was 55 years old 
when he saved this man. It was the 
twenty-ninth person whose life he had 
saved during his twenty-three years’ 
segvice in the department. 


Captor of Burglar. 
The other man was a patrolman 
whom we promoted to roundsman for 


activity in catching a burglar under 
I hap- 


The New York Central railroad runs 
under Park avenue, and there is & 
succession of openings in the top of 


\ 
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the tunnel. Finding that the police- 
man was gaining on him, the burglar 
took a desperate chance and leaped 
down one of these openings, .at the 
risk of breaking his neck. Now, the 
burglar was running for his liberty, 
and it was the part of wisdém for him 
to imperil life or limb; but the police- 
man was merely doing his duty, and 
nobody could have blamed him for not 
taking the jump. However, he jumped; 
and in this particular case the hand 
of the Lord was heavy upon the un- 
righteous. The burglar had the breath 
knocked out of him and the “cop” 
didn’t. When-his victim could walk 
the officer trotted him around to the 
station house, and a week after I had 
the officer up and promoted him, for 
he was sober, trustworthy, and strict- 
ly attentive to duty. 

Now, I think that any decent man of 
reagonable intelligence will agree that 
we were quite right in promoting men 
in cases like thege, and quite right in 
excluding politics from promotions. 
Yet it was because of our consistently 
acting in this manner, resolutely war- 
ring on dishonesty and on that peculiar 
form of baseness which masquerades 
as “ practical” politics, and steadily re- 
fusing to pay heed to any consideration. 
except the good of the service and the 
city, and the merits of the mén them- 
selves, that we drew down upon our 
heads the bitter and malignant ani- 
mosity of the bread-and-butter spoils 
politiciana, 

They secured the repeal of the civil 
service law by the state legislature. 
They attempted and almost sucaeeded 
in the effort to, legislate us out of 
office. They joined with the baser por- 
tion of thé sensational press in every 
species of foul, indecent faisehood, and 
slander as to what we were doing. They 
attempted to seduce or frighten us by 
every species of intrigue and cajolery, 
of promise of political reward and 
threat of political punishment. They 
failed in their purpose. I believe in 
political organizations, and I believe 
in practical politics. If a man is not 
practical, he is of no use anywhere. 
But when politicians treat practical 
‘politics as foul politics, and when they 
turn what ought to be a necessary 
and useful political organization into 
a machine run by professional spoiis- 
men of low morality in their own inter- 
est, then it is time to drive the poli- 
ticilan from public life, and eithgr to 
mend or destroy the machine, accord- 
ing as the necessity may determine. 

We promoted to »cundsman @ patrol- 

man, with an already excellent record, 
for gallantry shown in a fray which 
resulted in the death of his antago- 
nist. He was after a gang of toughs 
who had just waylaid, robbed, and 
beaten a man. They scattered and 
he pursued the ringleader. Running 
hard, he gained on his man, where- 
upon the latter suddenly turned and 
fired full in his face. The officer al- 
ready had his revolver drawn, and the 
two shots rang out almost together. 
The policeman was within a fraction 
of death, for the bullet from his oppo- 
nent’s pistol went through his helmet 
and just broke the skin of his head. 
His own aim was truer, and the man 
he was after fell dead, shot through 
the heart. 
I may explain that I have not the 
slightest sympathy with any policy 
which tends to put the policeman at 
the mercy of a tough or which de- 
prives him of efficient weapons. While 
police commissioner we punished any 
brutality by the police with such im- 
mediate severity that all cases of bru- 
tality practically came to an end. No 
decent citizen had anything to fear 
from the police during the two years 
of my service. But we consistently en- 
couraged the police to prove that the 
violent criminal who endeavored to mo- 
lest them or to resist arrest, or to in- 
terfere with them in the discharge of 
their duty, was himself in grave jeop- 
ardy; and we had every “ gang” broken 
up and the members punished with 
whatever severity was necessary. Of 
course, where possible, the officer mere- 
ly crippled the criminal who was vio- 
lent. 


Trained to Shoot Pistol. 


One of the things that we did while 
in office was to train the men in the 
use of the pistol. A school of pistol 
practice was. established, and the 
marksmanship of the force was won- 
derfully improved. The man in charge 
of the school was a roundsman, Petty, 
whom we promoted to sergeant. He 
was one of the champion revolver 
shots of the country, and could hit 
just about where he aimed. Twice he 
was forced to fire at criminals who re- 
sisted arrest, and in each case he hit 
his man in the arm or leg, simply stop- 
ping him without danger to his life. 

In May, 1896, a number of burglaries 
occurred far uptown, in the neighbor- 
hood of One Hundred and Fifty-sixth 
street and Union avenue. Two officers 
Were sent ont each night to patrol 
the streets in plain clothes. About 2 
o’clock on the morning of May 8 they 
caught a glimpse of two men loitering 
about a large corner house, and deter- 
mined to make them explain their ac- 
tions. In order to cut off their escape, 
one officer went down one street and 
one the other. The first officer, whose 
name was Ryan, found the two then 
at the gateway of the side entrance 
of the house, and hailed to know what 
they were doing. Without answering, 
they turned and ran toward Prospect 
avenue, with Ryan in close pursuit. 
After running about 100 feet, one of 
them turned and fired three shots at 
Ryan, but failed to hit him. 

The two then separated, and the 
man who had done the shdéovting 
escaped. The other man, whose name 
proved to be O’Connor, again took to 
his heels, with Ryan still after him; 
they turned the corner and met the 
other officer, whose name was Reid, 
running as hard as he could toward 
the shooting. When O’Connor saw 
himself cut off by Reid, he fired at his 
new foe, the bullet cutting Reid’s over- 
coat on the left shoulder. Reid prompt-

A row occurred in a 
restaurant, which ended in two young 
toughs drawing their revolvers and 
literally running amuck, shooting two 
or three men. A policeman, attracted 


officer’s overcoat, but he was promptly 
knocked down, disarmed, and brought 
to the station house. ‘ 

In this case neither policeman used 
his revolver, and each brought in his 
man, although the latter was armed 
and resisted arrest, one of the officers 
taking in his prisoner after having 
been himself severely wounded. A 
lamentable feature of the case was 
that this same officer was a man 
who, though capable of great gallan- 
try, was also given to shirking his 
work, and we were finally obliged to 
dismiss him from the force, after 
passing over two or three glaring mis- 
deeds in view of his record for courage. 


The Medest Cop. 
We promoted another man on a 


count of finding ott accidentally that 
he had performed a notable feat, which : 
he had forborne even to mention, so 
that his name never came on the roll 
of honor. Late at night, while patrol- 
ling a lonely part of his post, he came, 
upon three young toughs who had’ 


turned highwaymen and were robbing [ 


He ran in at once with his 
night stick, whereupon the toughs. 
showéd fight, and one of them struck | 


at him with a bludgeon, breaking his : 


The officer, however, made such good 
use of his night stick that he knocked 
down two of his assailants, whereupon | 
the third ran away, and he brought. 
both of his prisoners to the station- 
house. Then he went around to the’ 
hospital, had his broken hand set in j 
plaster, and actually reported for duty | 
at the next tour, without losing one!

The mounted squad have, &f course, 
many opportunities to distinguish 
themselves in stopping runaways. In 
May, 1895, a mounted policeman, 
named Heyer, succeeded in stopping a 
runaway at Kingsbridge under rather 
noteworthy circumstances. Two men 
were driving in a buggy, when the 
horse stumbled, and in recovering him- 
self broke the headstall, so that the 
bridle fell off. The horse was @ spirited 
trotter, and at once ran away at-full 
speed. Heyer saw the occurrence, and 
followed ata run. When he get along- 
side the runaway he seiz 4 him by the 
forelock, guided him dexterously over 
the bride, preventing him from run- 
ning into the numerous wagors that 
were on the road, and finally forced 
him up a hill and into a wagon shed. 
Three months later this same officer 
saved a man from drowning. 

The members of the bicycle squad, 
which was established shortly after we 
took office, soon grev' Lo show not only 
extraordinary proficiency of the wheel 
but extraordinary daring. Théy’ fre- 
quently stopped runaways, wheeling 
alongside of them and grasping the 
horses while going at full speed; and, 


‘what was even more remarkable, they 


managed not only to overtake but to 
jump into the vehicle and capture, on 
two or three different occasions, men 
who were guilty of reckless driving, 
and who fought violently in resisting 
arrest. They were picked men, being 
young and active, and any feat of 
daring which could be accomplished on. 
the wheel they were certain to accom- 
Plish. 
Three Bicycle Heroes. 

Three of the best riders of the bicycle 
squad whose names and records hap- 
pen to occur to me were men of the. 
three ethnic strains most strongly rep- : 
resented in the New York police force, 
being respectively of native American, 
German, and Irish parentage. 

The German was a man of enormous | 
power, and he was able to stop each of | 
the many runaavays he tackled without | 
losing his wheel. Choosing his time, he} 


would get alongside the horse and seize | & 


the bit in his left hand, keeping his 
right on the crossbar of the wheel. By | 
degrees he then got the animal ufder 
control. He never failed to stop it, ard | 
he never lost his wheel. He also never . 
failed to overtake any “scorcher,” al-' 
though many of these were professional ; 
riders who deliberately violated the law 
to see if they could not get away from ' 
him; for the wheelmen goon got to; 
know the officers whose beats they 
crossed.

NE of the paintings most con-

Take, for a concrete 
example, four quiet Boston men of the Twenty- 
sixth division, camped in ruined French hovels, 
who walked fifteen miles through mud and rain 
to Ste. Menehould, a sizable and an uislamaged 
town, to get a civilian dinner and to sleep between 
sheets for the first time in eight months. They 
had money and they were well behaved, yet, being 
American soldiers, they were barred from every 
hotel and restaurant in the town. The K. of C. 
hut was already full of more fortunate doughboys, 
and so the quartet started back in the rainy after- 
noon, their hearts containing no love for the 
“ Frogs,” as they call the French. “ We'll have to 


| fight the Frogs next,” they said. 


They did not know or they could not understand 
that a squad of other American soldiers two nights 
before had wrecked a café, damaging themselves. 
and several! Frenchmen, and that the innocent were 
suffering for the misdemeanors of the guilty. 


I me. a group of American infantrymen in front 
of the main gate to the citadel in Verdun one morn- 
ing. They were quiet young fellows, who, bent on 
seeing that historic place, had come from a distant 
camp. One was from Detroit, another was from 
Columbus, another was from Springfield, [l., an- 
other from De 
enough to be interested in this great altar of ehe 
French, and they’ were really ideal tourists. But 
above the main portal of the citadel was this for- 
bidding inscription: 

NO AMERICAN SOLDIER WILL BE ADMITTED 

UNLESS ACCOMPANIED BY AN OFFICER. 


The boys went a » to meet, possibly, other. 
similar hospitalities. If they nad gone into‘the 
citadel they would have seen at the entrance to 
the rooms assigned to the French Y. M. C. A. an- 
other notice: 


NO AMERICANS ADMITTED. 


Certainly there are good reasons for the many 
things like this in France, but since they are not 
made plain to the’average doughboy they turn his 
heart to stone. ‘ | 

In the railway station at Metz there is a large 
commotion in the German car which has come 
from Coblenz under American auspices. A loud 
American voice in the corridor is shouting to a 
military police: “ Throw this — Frog out 
of here! This compartment’s reserved for a sick 
American officer and there’s a Frog in it.” The 
Frenchman, expostulating, explains that he must 
get to Paris and that there is no other seat in the 

“We rode in box cars in your country,” replies 
the angry American soldier. “Try one of your 
own box cars and see how you like it.” 

The Frenchman, ejected, finally finds a seat in a 
crowded lavatory, no doubt disliking all Americans. 
Yet, later, after hours have passed, with no food 
in sight, he makes his way. in to the American's 
compartment and shares his hard boiled eggs, his 
wine and bread with the soldier who had thrown 
him out. . 

But it is an unpl®@asant fact that there is no love 
lost between the American soldier and his French 
co-belligerent, taken in the bulk. Many cases of 
affection occur. But I learn the general attitude 
from hundreds of personal interviews with the men 
and from the Y. M. C. A., the Red Cross, the 
K. of C., and other organizations which are close 
to the emotions of the army. It is not gossip; it is 
a fact. The feeling may disappear after the return 


seem more trivial in retrospect. But it is the belief 
of commanders of the armies that the sooner the 
Americans get home the better it will be for inter- 
national amicability in generations to come. 


[WORK OF THE ¥.H.C.A IN WAR} 


| BY DR. WOODS HUTCHINSON 

R. HUTCHINSON is widely known through 

his writings on popular treatment of 

hygiene and medical subjects. He spent 
| twelwe months in the war zone and had 
unusual opportunities to observe the life of the 
American and allied armies and the service organi- 
gations, 


Two things especially struck me during my year 
along the western fronts—what the “Y” had 
done, for the war, which was beyond all praise, 
and what the war had done for the “ Y,” which was 
scarcely less. I should feel ashamed of myself if 
I didn’t speak out and add my mite to clearing up 
this cloud of superficial criticism, which has been 
allowed to overshadow the magnificent achievement 
of the Y. M. C. A. 

Most of the criticism brought back and written 
home by our boys in France seems based on com- 
paratively superficial charges. Its work as I saw it 
from Belgium to the Adriatic and from the home 


simply magnificent. While. of course mistakes 
were made, they were on the whole fewer than 
those of most other organizations operating under 
such difficult circumstances, not excepting the mili- 
tary authorities. 


I saw the “Y” in operation from Belgium all | 


the way across the western front, and on the two 


of the Trentino. By its casualty list one may es- 
timate the service which the workers: rendered in 
the most dangerous sectors. Nine dead by shell 
fire and gas, a score seriously wounded and gassed, 
and thirty-three dying in service chiefly from ex- 
posure and overwork, tells the story of heroic 
service given voluntarily by “Y” »sorkers. 

So vitally and pricelessly valuahte was its work 
in keeping up the morale of the troops that the 
German general staff declared it a combatant and 
ordered its front line stations and huts shelled, just 
as it did the dressing stations and field hospitals. . 


The “Y” pregram repulsed the greatest enemy 
of any army, the boredom that settles over fighting 
forces between battles, and over suc#f branches as 
the 8S. O. S., and as such was a great war winning 
contribution. The “Y"” gave the soldier boy a

This brings 
us to the two components of air which 
are necessary to sustain life. 

Oxygen is of cogrse all important. If 
there ‘is too much of it the fires of 
life flare up overbright and the body 
burns out before the allotted three score 
and ten years. Fortunately for us the 
proportion of oxygen in the air is very 
uniform. The outside air never varies 
more than a fraction of a per cent. A 
‘man goes out of his tent in the woods, 
breathes deeply and exclaims, “ Now 
‘Iam living. This air is full of oxygen.” 
Or maybe ozone is the word he uses in- 
stead of n.® Luckily for him the 
proportions of oxygen and ozone in the 
air are just what they were back in 
Chicago. Oxygen is so necessary for 
life that nature takes no chances. The 
aviators and the climbers of mountain 
peaks know something about variations 
in the nercentages of oxygen in the air, 
but the balance of us do not. — 

But watery vapor is another matter. 
That varies from a quarter of a grain 
per cubic foot up to 12 or even more 
grains—say a variation of about 56,000 
per cent. Some scientists tell us that 
man has evilved upward and that a 
few thousand years back he lived in 
the water and breathed like a fish. They: 
say that man has ‘never gotten wholly 
accustomed to breathing air and that 
its dryness as compared with water is 
one reason for the prevalence of pneu- 
monia, consumption, influenza, colds, 
and other forms of infection of the res- 


| piratory tract. :While these statements 


may not be wholly true I think all 
scientists agree that men do better if 
they breathe air which is properly reg- 
ulated as to humidity. 


An interesting study of humidity and 
also of methods of regulating it was 
presented to the 1918 meeting of the 
Minnesota Staté Medical society by Dr. 
Lyons, dean of the medical school of the 
Minnesota university. He did not dis- 
cuss the advisability of a proper humid- 
ity from the standpoint of physiology 
or health. He said: “We live under 
artificial conditions. I believe they are 
bad. . I believe [without present scten- 


tific evidence] that artificial] humidifica- 


tion of dwelling houses, offices, and 
other places where relatively few peo- 
ple gather is desirable from the stand- 
point of comfort and perhaps is con- 
siderably protective from infection and 

Assuming this statement of his belief 
to be accepted, he discusses the need 
for humidifying heated houses and 
methods of accomplishing it. <A. cubic 
foot of air at zero Fahrenheit will only 
hold a half a gram of water. A foot 
of air at 80 degrees Fahrenheit will hold 
11 grams of water. If air which is. at 
zero Fahrenheit is saturated with mois-— 
ture heated to 70 degrees Fahrenheit, 75 
grams of water must be added to each 
foot of air to saturate it. If satu- 
rated air at zero Fahrenheit is heated 
to 70 degrees Fahrenheit, its relative 
humidity wiil be only 6 per cent. The

Is this so or does the fact that I 
have lived in the United States for a 
number of years exempt me? I have 
sever taken out naturalization papers, 
but I have always considered the United 
Ststes my permanent home, although I 
claimed exemption from military service 
on the ground of being an alien. . 

READER. 

As this individual daimed exemption from 
the army as an alien, it is evident from his 
own statement that he did not consider the 
United States as being his permanent home. 
Such being the case, he is classed as a non- 
resident alien and stibject to tax on his 
entire income without exemption. He is 
required to call at this office and disclose 
* | his income from all sources within the United 
States for the years 1913 to 1918 inclu- 
sive.

- comprehend the phenomenon of bolshevism it is 

Te to know something about Russian political 

and revolutionary history. There are, or there were 

at ‘the last general election, eighteen political parties in 

Russia. The Social Democrats are one of the few major 

and really important parties. They are, for Russia, an 

“old” party. To this party, roughly speaking, belong all 

‘those who follow Karl Marx and his so-called scientific— 
and revolutionary—socialism, and who regard “ Das Kap- 
ital” as their Bible. There are other socialist factions 
and schools of thought in Russia, these holding, again 
roughly, that Marxism does not apply to the Slav empire— 
backward, undeveloped, dark, and with traditions of its 
own—or, as some Russians say, a lack of binding and 
galling traditions. The Socialist-Revolutionists (to whom 
“Grandmother” Catherine Breshkovsky, Tchaikovsky, 
Bourtseff, and many other famous Russian radicals belong) 
Jare not Marxians, but mild; national! socialists, “ peasant- 
ists," so to speak, who believe in gradually establishing a 
| form of socialism based on certain supposed typical Russian 
institutions, the Village Mir, or Commune, the Artiel, or 
Workers’ Industrial Union, and the like. 
Perhaps it is well to explain that in Russia the radical or 
revolutionary is usually a socialist of one kind or another. 
Even nonsocialist writers have said that “in Russia one 
is born a socialist,” and in Prof. Paul Milyoukov's book on 
“Russia and Her Crisis”"—a standard work, I am told— 
there is a long chapter of Russia’s socialistic tendencies 
and socialistic seed, as it were, that is planted in a favor. 
able soil. In Russia the nonsocialist radical is a rare bird. 
He is sneered and scoffed at. He is dubbed a reactionary. 
"Bhis has been the case for forty years or more. Individual- 
ism or phjlosophical anarchism as a philosophy has never 
flourished in Russia, although communistic anarchism had 
a considerable following at one time. 

If, then, the great majority of Russian radicals are, and 
long have been, socialists, nothing is more natural—for 
Russia—than a split in each of the major socialist parties. 
Russians are theoretical, academic, garrulous, disputatious, 
uncompromising. They have not had sufficient contact 
with real affairs to learn to practice give and take. They 
split when they cannot agree on points of theory or of 
method. They do not feel bound by decisions of majorities 
at conventions or other gatherings. ;

After the revolution of March, 1917, the conditions in 
| Russia, economic, politieal, social, moral, were such that 
the purely academic differences among Russian socialists, 
at home or abroad, were inevitably precipitated into burn- 
ing practical differences. .The autocracy was gone and 
dead. The people of Russia were sick of the war and de- 
termined to have peace. They could not and would not 
fight for territory, money, prestige, or honor. They need- 
ed peace and expected the free government to secure it 
for them. 

The Lvov or bourgeois government could not secure 
peace. They were too gentlemanly and diplomatic and 
| honorable to talk of a separate peace. The Kerensky gov- 
ernment was more “leftist,” and had several socialists in 
the leading departments, but it, too, hesitated, waited, 
argued, pleaded, and counseled patience and moderation. 
The masses were in no mood to wait and suffer, to starve 
and die. The soviets, spontaneously formed all over Russia, 
because the old governmental bodies lacked authority and 
were not democratic or representative, insistently demand- 
ed peace and fungamental reforms. In Russia the most 
fundamental of all reforms was that of the tenure of land. 
The peasants—80 or more per cent of the population— 
wanted land; they had wanted it for generations and had 
hoped the czar would break away from the barons and 
landlords and give them the land. To them the revolution, 
freedom, the new life, meant primarily the land and sec- 
ondarily plenty of home rule, village autonomy, plus light 
‘taxation ¢nq@the abolition of conscription.

Elsewhere the struggle wij! be bloodier, sharper, longer, 
but capitalism and the wage system are doomed and dis- 
credited, and Russia would be criminal if she were to allow 
these evil things to take root. Hence, at any cost, socialism 
must be saved, defended, and given a trial in Russia. Com- 
pared with what jt offers to mankind, the violence, dis- 
order, graft, oppression, suffering complained by the 
various opponents ef bolshevism are said to be trifies 
hardly worth’ mentioning. What of the French terror? . 
What of the American 
slavery and secession? asks Lenine. 

“Let the allies evecuate Russia,” he continues in effect, 
“and we shall rehabilitate and reconstruct her whole 
fabric and set an example to the world. We are seeking 
to establish permanegtly the highest form of democracy. 
We are seeking to abolish slavery, exploitation, poverty, 
private monopoly, and flagrant, unwarranted, unnatural 
inequality. Give us ‘time and a chance to go to work and

astonish humanity, After a while we may reénfranchise the 
disfranchised gristoerata and bourgeoisie, the clergy and in- 
vestors, and bring the dictatorship to a close. Our tyran- 
nical measures are temporary—a necessary evil. We stand 
for equality and Hberty and fraternity. We are fighting 
counter-revolytion and are adopting war 
is all.” ; 

HIS, ag I understand it, is the case of the bolsheviki. 

They are fanatical idealists, dreamers, extremists, if 

you will, but they are consistent and honest in their 
own way. They may have taken the kaijser’s money, but 
they took jt for thelr purposes, not his. They may have 
committed a thousand outrages and blundgs, but they 
must be judged in the light of their claim; the fact that 
they are sincere and profound believers in the Marx social- 
istic creed and that to therm no reform is worth striving 
for unless it be a step toward socialism. Under ordinary 
circumstances they, topo, would accept half loaves, com- 
promises. They accepted them under the czar. They 
would have accepted them under Kerensky. They think, 
however, that now they actually can make 4 great historic 
leap, and they would rather die than flinch from making 
the attempt. 

Will they fall? Are they, in fact, failing, as some assure 
us? Have they already thrown overboard some of their 
ideas, and are now prepared to make further concessions? 
Is the bourgeoisie slipping back into power? Have the 
peasants taken over the land to suit their own notions, and 
is the land system today anti-Marxian? Is Russia bank- 
rupt, and wil] the bolshevik idealists have to summon for- 
eign capital and foreign brains and enterprise to rehabili- 
tate her and start the whéels of industry? Will the bol 


_and then that Russian poverty and Russian ignorance 
were too great to admit of a Socialist régime? Will the 
bolshevik leaders pay interest on foreign debts and agree 
to pay interest and dividends on new capital? If so, will 
they not retstablish capitalism and the wage system? 

We shall see what we shall see. We know little about 
the actual state of things in Russia, industrially and social- 
ly speaking. Are any factories, shops, banks, mines op- 
erated successfully under soviet and Socialist rule? Are 
the workers and the peasants becoming more friendly to 
Lenineism or less friendly? Or more vital still, can human 
nature and life and institutions pe cnanged over night by 
theories and paper constitutions and blood? Does nature, 
in her tedious processes, destroy both the idealists and the 
standpatter and work with the speed of the glacier? Every 
observer reporter tella us largely what he wishes were 
true. The average man sees just wnat he would like to 
see. Time wil] tell. The boisheviki are conducting one of 
the most remarkable experiments im the history of the 
race. Personally, I do not look for even a moderate suc- 
cess. Conditiong are not ripe—if they ever will be. But 
they are condycting the experiment as only men of 
ceptional intejlectual end mora] power could 
Thetr failure will be tragic, not comic.

Mot since 1911, when the late Bob 
Burman covered a mile over that same 
Daytona beach in 25.4 seconds, has any 
serious attempt been made by auto. 
mobile drivers in this country to get 
over the ground as fast as possible, ir- 
respective of any other consideration. 
Instead of absolute speed we have 
been seeking comparative speed, as ex- 


engine capacity has been arbitrarily 
limited, and sustained speed, as dem- 
onstrated in long runs over circular 
speedways. 

As a result, automobile design and 
construction have been greatly bene- 
fited—as for example in the double 
valve principle, which was brought to 
the United States by the racing men— 
but Burman’s mark has stood for 
nearly eight years unchallenged as far 


as America is concerned.

Slightly faster time than Burman’s 
141.73 miles an hour was made at -Os- 
tend, Belgium, in 1913, when Arthur 
Duray covered a kilometer in a Fiat 
at 142.9 miles an hour, but Duray’s per- 
formance did not become an official rec- 
ord because he did not comply with a 
European rule providing that, on a 
straightaway course, records must be 
made in both directions. 


Official or not, however, Duray’s 
mark, too, is now definitely in the dis- 
card, for De Palma’s mile, in his first 
trial on Wednesday, was made in 24.02 
seconds, at the terrific-rate of 149.72 
miles an hour. A _ kilometer (five- 
eighths of a mile) was covered at an 
even 150 miles an hour. The beach 
was soft, and the driver announced 
that he would try again, but the figures 
went into the official record. , 

Thus for the first time, in recent 
memory at least, the world’s speed rec- 
ord is held by a car designed and built 
in the United States. Both Burman’s 
and Duray’s cars were European—and 
Lurman’s Benz, 'was of German make, 

which gives:.De Palma’s achievement 
an additional fillip of patriotic satis- 
faction. 


De Palma’s Packard is propelled by 
a complete airplane engine, with the 
propeller removed and an _ electric 
starter installed, since nobody could 
crank the monster by hand: 

The power plant was built by the 
Packard engineers late in 1916, and is 
the second of the experimental series 
of engines which had an important in- 
fluence on the designing of the gov- 
ernment’s famous Liberty motor. It 
has about 260 horse power, with a pis-

Oak Park, IIl., Feb. 12..—[Automobile 
Editor of The Tribune.]—Supplement- | | 
ing your answer to V. W. Lamb’s in- 
quiry of last week about heating and 
the evaporation of water in the radia- 
tor, I should like to give the experience 
we have had. 

Last fall we had the very trouble he 
lescribes.
